... Dark Ford Like One Seen Near Scene Is Traced

The case of the mysterious black Ford, reported seen near the Dan-el Parker 


home the morning of Dec. 14, was injected by the defense into Parker's first-degree 
murder trial Tuesday. 
Parker is accused of strangling his 22-year-old wife, Nancy, before leaving for 


work that morning. In a signed confession, which the defendant now contends is 
false, Parker said he killed his wife when she refused his after-breakfast advances. 


Defense attorneys for 
the 24- 


old ex-city forester late Tuesday 
called a witness who testified she 
saw a dark car. occupied by one 
man, parked less than a block east 
of Parker's Antelope Park home 
or. Sumner that morning. 


Authorities, during the early 


stages of the murder investigation, 
made frequent references to a 
1949 or 1950 dark Ford and issued 
repeated appeals for its owner to 
identify himself. 


Tuesday's witness, Mrs. Bonnie 


TeSeile of 3421 South, said she was 
driving by with her child about 
7 a.m. and saw the car. She said 
she knew it was "a dark car" and 
is "almost positive it was black." 
She said she thought it was a 1949 
Ford. 


Mrs. TeSeile had volunteered her 


information to police during the 
murder investigation.

New« says, Democrats showed gains except in 
New Hampshire. In Minnesota the party's per- 
centage of the 1952 general election vote rose 
from 21 to 71 per cent; in Wisconsin, from 3!t 
to 52 per cent; and in Illinois, from 30 to 3fi 
per cent.

It i.s further to be construed that the admin- 


istration has dealt a dangerous blow to its latest 
panacea—the soi! bank plan. 


It can further be interpreted that insofar as 


tier;: is concerned in tins year ot 195ti the ad- 
ministration has 
broken 
with the established 


spirit and principle of the farm program, namely 
that of providing supports and incentives in re- 
turn for compliance. 


It appears too for all of this that in the ad- 


ministration's retreat to 70 per cent of parity it 
is encouraging overproduction in a deal of doubt- 
ful advantage to the corn producer—at worst 
a 'rearguard action by an administration giving 
the appearance of protecting itself in an election 
year against a serious market break. 


It is difficult in logic to assert that a price 


support for non-compliance production which in 
Nebraska will be but some 25 cents a bushel 
less than the support for compliant production 
of sharply limited acres does other than deliver 
the problem of surplus control to acts of nature 
and individual self-restraint on the part of pro- 
ducers—those whose first requirement is to de- 
rive enough from the market place to remain 
solvent. 


It is difficult in logic to expect a soil bank pro- 


gram thai would allow an insufficient 75 cents 
per bushel from production withheld from al- 
ready limited acres to succeed against unlim- 
ited planting at a guarantee of SI.25 per bushel. 


An administration which in three years has 


moved from bad to worse through efforts to 
curb production by price support cuts and acre- 
age reductions to soil bank incentives for non- 
planting has capped the climax.

Flipping to the flyleaf 
he noted that it was a special volume signed 
earlier by himself "with regards.'1 The discovery 
that neither he nor his book was valued enough 
to lie kept did not dismay him. He gave the 
book a fresh start by taking out his pen and 
adding to the flyleaf, "With renewed regards.

LONDON—-While Britain showed 


Khrushchev and Bulganin her lat- 
est jet aircraft command and the 
former boasted of early comple- 
tion of a Soviet H-Bomb intercon- 
tinental ballistics missile, I sat 
today with a shabby little band of 
Polish expatriates who live from 
day to day awaiting retribution 
and revenge 


The place was a shuttered sec- 


ond story room of the 
General 


Sikorski Institute in Prince's Gate. 
The occasion was the showing of a 
documentary film, "The Crime of 
Katyn," and our host was General 
Wadislaw Anders, bone-bald com- 
mander-in-chief of the Free .Polish 
armed forces. 
The unnamed vil- 


lains of the piece were Britain's 
top 
guests—known here as "B 


and K." 


In a dark little makeshift theater 


we saw German, t h e n Russian 
newsreels of the discovery of the 
frightfully decomposed bodies of 
4.000 Polish officers who had been 
shot through the head and buried 
in common graves in the Katyn 
forest in the spring of 1940. 


The discoverers, 
the N a z i s , 


blamed the Russians. The Russians 
later exhumed the remains and 
"proved" the Germans had com- 
mitted the shocking crime. Mean- 
while, when the Polish 
govern- 


ment in exile asked the Interna- 


tional Red Cross to make an im- 
partial study, Stalin broke off re- 
lations and set up the Polish Com- 
munist government that took over 
after 
the war and remains in 


power. 


The sweatered Pole seated next 


to me moaned softly in inexpress- 
ible sadness as the ghastly film 
unwound. He and others in the 
threadbare little andience clucked 
away impatiently at the film's end 
which

congressional committee fixed the 
blame on Russia four years ago, 
but America is strangely reluctant 
to bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of the United Nations As- 
sembly as promised.

In dreary contrast to the pomp 


and ceremony that has attended 
the official visit of the Russian 
brass, the people at the Sikorski 
Institute wore not only an air of 
shabby gentility, but of numb de- 
termination.

This is the philosophy they have 


maintained in the face of the cold 
shoulder they have received from 
the U.S. and the very Western 
powers who went to war to de- 
privl Hitler of his now forgotten 
Polish corridor.

Farmer's Problem 


Is How To Survive 


HUTCHINSON, Kan. — When 


one hits the breadbasket 
country, 


the farm issue becomes simpli- 
fied. It almost boils down to one 
word — cash. 


In an administration with prps- 


pe-ity as half its campaign slogan, 
the individual farmer is steadily 
getting less money for all the 
work he does. The only farm 
philosophy he cares about is one 
that will put him back into the 
family of prospering 
Americans. 


A few conversations are enough 


to show the depth of farmer re- 
sentment over the fact that while 
everyone else is going forward lie 
and his family are sliding baek !• 
well-being. If labor's weapon, the 
strike, were available to him in 
some realistic form, he would grab 
at K. 


•fr * rt- 


Generally, there is deep sympa- 


thy for him here. A few are cynical, 
one putting the question: "Why 
doesn't the farmer just admit he 
wants a subsidy?" 


But the history of drought and 


depression, failure and foreclosures 
is deep in the blood of Midweat- 
erners. They are not all hurting 
yet, but the fear of what might 
result is there. Besides, these are 
their neighbors and friends. 


Even with above-average proper* 


ty. the story is the same. One farm* 
er's fury was prompted by the 
fact that years of labor had won 
for him an acreage on which lw 


ought to succeed by any standards 
he was brought up to recognize. 


He described his position this 


way: 


"Forty per cent of my wheat 


land is out of production by now 
and every year for the past three 
years the price has been going 
down. Everything I buy is up; 
everything I sell is down. My in- 
come is decreasing faster than the 
wage-earner's is increasing." 


This Kansan figured his Income 


had fallen off 41 per cent in three 
years. A recent Iowa State College 
survey based en records kept by 
Iowa farmers showed that their 
average profit per acre had drop- 
ped 54 per cent in the last year.

showed m loss, th« survey dis- 
closed. 


Bill Bork, farm editor of the 


Hutchinson 
News-Herald, 
spoke 


for his neighbors when he said 
of President Eisenhower's veto of 
the farm bill: 


"The administration doe* not 


realize the plight of the farmer. 
He needs help now, not next year." 


"They are starting to tell us we 


ougnt to leave our farms," one 
farmer complained. "How can you 
leave a place where all you have 
is Invested? Some of us have $40,- 
MiO and more in our farms we 
couldn't realize on if we went to 
work in a factory, even if we could 
get a decent wage starting there 
at middle age or older."

I Te is either too indifferent or too disillu sioned 
to cast a ballot. Now United States News say s 
that the light v oting in the presidential pri­ 
maries held thu s far is prompting a Repu blican 
claim that peace and good times are k eeping 
the people content with things as they are. 
That wou ld be a logical conclu sion. The Re­ 
pu blican v ote in these presidential primaries 
dropped from 56 to 34 per cent in New’ Hamp­ 
shire, 38 to 26 in Minnesota, 7 9 to 46 in Wiscon­ 
sin, and 52 to 31 in Illinois. Ev ery where. U.S. 
News say s, Democrats showed gams ex cept in 
New Hampshire. In Minnesota the party ’s per­ 
centage of the 1952 general election v ote rose 
from 21 to 71 per cent; in Wisconsin, from 39 
to 52 per cent; and in Illinois, from 30 to 36 
per cent.

The Benson annou ncement of late 
Monday 
mu st be constru ed as an inv itation to the farmer 
to plant u nlimited acres of corn at a gov ern­ 
ment gu aranteed price of $1.25 a bu shel. 


It is also to be constru ed that the Eisenhower 
administration has v acated the field where for 
three y ears it has addressed its most resolu te 
efforts and the firmest ideas to the redu ction 
of the nation’s corn su rplu s. 


It is fu rther to be constru ed that the admin­ 
istration has dealt a dangerou s blow to its latest 
panacea—the soil bank plan. 


It can fu rther be interpreted that insofar as 
corn is concerned in this y ear of 1956 the ad­ 
ministration has brok en with the established 
spirit and principle of the farm program, namely 
that of prov iding su pports and incentiv es in re­ 
tu rn for compliance.

In a dark little mak eshift theater 
we saw German, 
t h e n Ru ssian 
newsreels of the discov ery of the 
frightfu lly decomposed 
bodies of 
4 000 Polish officers who had been 
shot throu gh the head and bu ried 
in common grav es in the Katy n 
forest in the spring of 1940. 
The 
discov erers, 
the N a z i s, 
blamed the Ru ssians. The Ru ssians 
later ex hu med the remains and 
“ prov ed” the Germans had com­ 
mitted the shock ing crime. Mean­ 
while, when 
the 
Polish 
gov ern­ 
ment in ex ile ask ed the Interna- 


tional Red Cross to mak e an im­ 
partial stu dy , Stalin brok e off re­ 
lations and set u p the Polish Com­ 
mu nist gov ernment that took ov er 
after 
the 
war 
and 
remains 
in 
power. 


The sweatered Pole seated nex t 
to me moaned softly in inex press­ 
ible sadness as the ghastly film 
unwound. 
He 
and

away impatiently at the film ’s end 
which

congressional committee fix ed the 
blame on Russia four y ears ago, 
but America is strangely reluctant 
to bring the matter to the atten­

In dreary contrast to the pomp 
and ceremony that has attended 
the official v isit of the Ru ssian 
brass, the people at the Sik orsk i 
Institu te wore not only an air of 
shabby gentility , bu t of nu mb de­ 
termination. Their manner said; 
“ We can stand any thing becau se 
one of these day s, ju stice will be 
done.” 
This is the philosophy they hav e 
maintained in the face of the cold 
shou lder they hav e receiv ed from 
the 
U.S. 
and the v ery Western 
powers who went to war to de- 
priv l Hitlpr of his now forgotten 
Polish corridor.

000 and more in our farms we 
couldn’t realize on if we went to 
work in a factory , ev en if we could 
get a decent wage starting there 
at middle age or older.”

Harry D. Landis of Seward, who 
died Monday, is now being sou ght. 
Gov. Victor Anderson said Tu es­ 
day. He said he is considering 
I several possible candidates. 
The permanent position on the 
bench in the Fifth District, con- 
■ sisting of Bu tler, Hamilton, Polk, 
I Sau nders, Seward and York cou n­ 
ties mu st go u nfilled u ntil next 
Janu ary 1, Depu ty Secretary of 
State Roland Lu edtke said. 
Law provides that a vacancy on 
the ballot occu rring between the 
filing deadline and the primary 
mu st be filled by petition after the 
election. 
Only Two Filings 
The district has two ju dges so 
fou r cou ld have been nominated 
at the coming primary. However, 
only two incu mbents, Ju dge Landis 
and Ju dge H. Emerson Kokjer of 
Wahoo, filed for the offices. No 
candidates filed against them. 
Lu edtke explained that after the 
primary vacancies on the ballot 
can be filled by petitions with 200 
signatu res. Deadline this year is 
p m. on Oct. 8. Su ch candidates 
will be requ ired to pay the $10 
filing fee the same as other office 
seekers. 
One of the big problems is that 
the form of the ballot containing the 
name of Ju dge Landis has been 
mailed by the secretary of atate 
to cou nty elerks. 
May Drop Name 
Unless 
the 
individu al 
cou nty 
clerk.s drop his name at feme of 
printing it will appear on the May 
15 ballot, althou gh he will have 
been dead three weeks by that 
time. Nebraska law provides that 
cou nty clerks may drop the name, 
according to the attorney general’s 
office. 
The possibility of “ write-in” can­ 
didates was also being given stu dy, 
Lu edtke says the law is u nclear on 
whether there can be only one 
write-in nominee or more. 
For a write-in candidate to get on 
the general election 
ballot, 
he 
mu st receive five precent of the 
votes cast. It is u nclear whether 
this affects the home cou nty only 
or requ ires five per cent in each 
of the six cou nties or of the total 
vote cast. 
According to information given 
Lu edtke, some of the cou nties are 
going to seek clarification from At­ 
torney General C. S. Beck before 
the ballots are printed.

Council OKs 
New Contract 
For Power 


A new contract, with an esti- 


mated *arings of $50.000 a year to 
Lincoln, has been approved by the 
City Council for the purchase of 
power from the Nebraska Public- 
Power System. 


The new document received the 


unanimous 
endorsement ot 
ail 


members of the Council. 


Generally, the new contract wiil 


result in savings on city purchases 
in excess of 1.2 million kilowatt 
hours per month. Purchases over 
that ceiling will be at the rate of 
3.5 mills per kwh as compared to 
4.5 mills per kwh under the present 
contract. 


Also, the new contra'ct has a 


demand charge of $1.50 per kilo- 
watt as compared to $175 under 
the old contract. 


Public Works Director D. L. 


Erickson, who negotiated the new 
contract with NPPS, said that for 
last September, the average cost 
of power from NPPS to the city 
•was 11.03 mills per kwh. Under 
the new contract, he said, this cost 
would have been 9.87 mills.
